THERE WAS A DISAGREEMENT 


The Minister Resigned, Expecting 
to Get Another Position. 


HORNBLOWER MAY BE TURNED DOWN 


Somebody Is Making a Hard Fight Against 
His Confirmation— Kope Elias 
May Be De eated, Too, 


Washington, December 14.—(Special.)—The 
Hawaiian matter was not up before either 
house of congress today, but it is still the 
subject of all interest about Washington. 
And that interest is now centered upon 
what the president is going to say in his 
message. _When it will be sent to congress 
no one knows, but it is expected very soon. 
In it Mr. Cleveland will explain the policy 
of the administration in the treatment of 
the Hawaiian question. He will endeavor 
to show that the queen was overthrown by 
the aid of Minister Stevens, and will strong- 
ly back up that portion of Mr. Blount’s re- 
port. It is understood, however, that the 
president will attempt to place much of the 
burden of his mistake on the shoulders of 
Mr. Blount. It is said here that in great 
part the instructions given to Mr. Blount 
as to how he should make up his report, 
were verbal; that Mr. Blount went to 
Hawaii verbally instructed to make just 
such a report as he did make, and that in 
his interest in carrying out the president's 
instructions, he was overzealous in his at- 
tempt to expose the weakness of the pro- 
visional government. r 

The president, it is’ understood, wilt then 
way that the ex-queen was unwilling to be 
restored to the throne without the awsur- 
ance of this government that she would be 
protected from harm and retained in power 
by United States forces. He will say that 
Mr.’ Willis found the provisional govern- 
ment much stronger than Mr. Blount had 
represented it to be, and that its power is 
increasing every day. For this reason, his 
instructions to Minister Willis were not 
carried out, and now as he has exhausted 
the prerogatives of his office to bring about 
@ settlement in Hawaii without calling upon 
the naval forces to assist him, there was 
no other resort for him but to leave the 
question of further action to congress. 

A Coolness Between Them. 

There are those who believe the president 
will seek to nlace a large part of the blame 
of the mistake upon Mr. Blount’s shoulders. 
It is said by those who pretend to know, 
that the president and Mr. Bleunt had a 
disagreement soon aftér the. latter’s return 
from Honolulu. Mr. Blount, the story goes, 
had expected to remaifi in the service of the 
government. He had gonc as a special 
agent of the state department at a fixed 
salary, and had expected to retain that 
during the continuance of the Cleveland 
administration. When he returned from 
Honolulu, however, and resigned his posi- 
tior as minister, which the president had 
been forced to make him in order to carry 
out his ends, Mr. Cleveland did not mention 
the subject of retaining him in the govern- 
ment employ. Whether Mr. Cleveland was 
not satisfied witl#his work or Whether he felt 
that the government ee need 
for him, is not known. @ tatter is pro- 
bably the cause, however, for it is said that 
Mr. Cleveland was very enthusiastic in his 
commendation of Mr. Blount’s report when 
it was first made. In the debates in ton- 
gress and in the newspapers, Mr. Blount 
has come in for much abuse, and it is a 
notable fact that the president has not 
sought to defend him in any way, but has 
rather allowed the criticism to be indulged 
in, feeling, perhaps, that if anybody is to be 
abused by the American people fdr the 
gross error, he would prefer that it would 
be Mr. Blount rather than himself. 

Though Mr. Blount has been assaulted 
vigorously and viciously in the senate Mr. 
Vest, of Missouri, is the only man who has 
risen to defend him, and his only defense 
was in the form of a eulogy upon the high 
character, honesty and integrity of the 
Georgian. 

Hornblower May Be Rejected. 

The senate committee on judiciary is still 
holding up the nomination of Hornblower 
as a justice of the supreme court. There 
is a. hard fight on against Hornhlower in 
the senate, and his opponents believe that 
his confirmation will be defeated., Another 
vigorous fight against the confirmation of 
one of Mr. Cleveland’s nominees is that 
against Colonel Kope Elias for collector of 
internal revenue for the western district 
of North Carolina. It will be remembered 
that Mr. Cleveland appointed Mr. Elias 
soon after he came in, and the senate did 
not act upon the nomination during the 
extra session. As soon as the extra session 
adjourned, however, Mr. Cleveland re-ap- 
pointed him. Senator Vance is still making 
a vigvrous fight against the confirmation 
of Elias, while Senator Ransom is still 

hting fer him. The contest is as hot as 
Sver. Senator Vance’s friends say that he 
will win and that -Elias will be forced to 
give up the office to which he was nomi- 
nated, the duties of which he is now per- 
forming. The president himself is very 
much interested in this case, as he counts 
Colonel Elias as among his personal friends. 
Senator Vance is a hard man to down in 
the senate. He is very popular with the 
senators, and he thinks his colleagues will 
stand by him in this contest. 

Voorhees Seeks to Square Himself. 

Senator Voorhees introduces a bill in the 
senate today by which he expects to square 
himself with his people on the silver ques- 
tion. Senator Voorhees, during his long and 
eventful career, has always been an advo- 
cate of free coinage until the Sherman bill 
fight during the extra session. Even at 
that time he held that he was still a bi- 
metallist. In order to square himself, there- 
yore, he today introduced a bill to coin the 
seignorage in the treasury at the rate of 
not less than $2,000,000 monthly and provid- 
ing for the purchase and coinage of not 
less than $2,000,000 of silver per month, be- 
ginning when the last of the seignorage is 
coined. The bill further provides for a re- 
tirement of all notes below $10 and of $2.50 
and $5 pieces. It also provides for another 
monetary conference. It is not believed 
that Mr. Voorhees intends to push this 
measure, certainly not for the present. For 
the time being it is nothing move than a 
buncombe bili, though, perhaps, an effort 
may be made for the senate to act upon it 
in the distant spring. 

Working for a Pardon.

REPUBLICANS FILIBUSTERING 


To Prevent the Passage of Bills Ad- 
mitting Additional States. 


Washington, December i4.—The house 
was deadlocked for twenty-four hours to- 
day by the refusal of the republicans to 
vote on the motioa to go into committee 
of the whole tor the considegation of the 
Arizona statehood bill. The democratic 
leaders decided this morning to proceed 
with the -onsideration of Arizona and’ New 
Mexico and dispose of them before the 
holidays. The republican leaders do not 
relish the idea of bringing these democratic 
territories into the union and théy refraineda 
from voting, except those from the far west, 
especially those from the newly admitted 
states of Wasnington, Wyoming,. Montana, 
Idaho and the Dakotas, who could, with 
consisten*y, place no obstacle in the way 
of their sister territories. The democrats ex- 
pect to have their own quorum present to- 
morrow. 

The McGarrahan bill was called up today 
during the morning hour, but was filibuster- 
ed against by Mr. Sayres, the ex-chairman 
of the appropriation committee. ° 

Immediately after the reading of the 
journal, Mr. Dockery, from the joint com- 
mission on expenditures in the executive de- 
partment, called up the bill, introduced by 
him a few days ago to improve the inethods 
of accounting in the postoffice department. 
The bill reduces the schedule of rates for 
money orders approximately to equal the 
fee charged by the express companies, the 
postmaster general is given authority to 
Cesignate offices for the issue of money or- 
ders up to $5, and all money orders unpaid 
for one year are covered into the treasury. 
The money order certificates contains a 
device designed to facilitate the settle- 
ment of postmasters’ accounts. The certiti- 
cates of deposits of postmasters go direct 
to the sixth auditor, instead of, as now. to 
the third assistant postmaster general. The 
act takes effect July 1, 1894. The report 
was read; also letters from the treasurer 
and postmaster general, endorsing the bill, 
then without debate the bill was passed. 

A communication from the sergeant-at- 
arms was read stating that there was no 
funds available for the payment of mileare 
for members. A resolution to pay the ofti- 
cers and employes for the present month on 
December 25th, was passed without any 
obiection. ~ 

General Wheeler, of Alabama, then moved 
that the house go into committee of the 
whole to consi ler the bill fer admission of 
oe The standing vote resulted 79 to 

Mr. Hooker, of Michigan, made the point 
of no quorum and the ayes and. nays were 
‘ordered.

effect that as the republicans were fili- 
bustering he would move an adjournment. 
Accordingly at 3:40 o’clock the house ad- 
journed. 


SUICIDE FOLLOWS ARREST. 


Habel, Who Married in Newnan Re- 
cently, Takes Potson. 

Raleigh, N. C., December 14.—(Special.)— 
Early this morning Henry Habel, thirty- 
five years old, died here from arsenic taken 
in the station house last night immedi- 
ately upon his arrest for bigamy. He had 
lived here up to last September. Eight 
years ago he married the daughter of a 
man near Lynchburg, Va. In September 
he deserted this wife and a seven-year-old 
son and went to Charlotte, N. C. Thence 
he went to Newnan, Ga., where, in ®ctober. 
he married a young woman. Last Sundcy 
Habel suddenly reappeared here. Late last 
night the chief of police received a telegrarn 
from Sheriff George H. Carmichael, of New- 
nan, asking if a man named Henry Habel 
was in Raleigh, and if he was married. If 
so Habel was to be arrested. Arrest fol- 
lowed in a few minutes and Habel was 
placed in the station house. He said to a 
friend that he was drunk when he married 
and was not conscious of what he was do- 
ing. It appears that within a few minutes 
after he was placed in the station house he 
tooK poison, having vought the latter dur- 
ing the day. It was over an hour before it 
was discovered that he had taken poison.

Charlestonians Will Not Be Pot in the 
Black Belt. : 


REFORMERS SEE A PET BILL KILLED 


Some Declare That the Rod Has 
Been Spared an@ the City Spoiled. 


THE FRIENDS OF TEMPERANCE DIVIDED 
It Is Asserted Pins the hlaiceabii Law 
Has a Paralyzing Influence on Pro- 
hibition Sentiment. 


Columbia, S. C., December 14.—(Special.)— 
The scheme to place Charleston tn the black 
district is as dead as Hector. Although this 
was an administration measure and it was 
intended that Charleston should be. pun- 


ished for defeating Dr. Stokes for congress 


and electing Major Brawley, who, the re- 
formers declare, ‘‘did not represent South 
Carolina.’’ The second sober thought of 
the reformers exerted itself. Some. facts 
were brought out in the course of the de- 
bate that showed plainly that it was mere- 
ly a piece of revengeful legislation. So 
Charleston escapes one of the several meas- 
ures that has been directed against her. 
The feature of the debate was the spéech 
of Mr. Knotts, of Lexington, a reformer. 
He declared that he was in open rebelhon 
against his faction of the democratic party. 
The house had not the right to work a 
vindictive spirit poHtically. He was a free 
man and he would not vote to injure a city 
on account of the revenge of his faction. 
It was a well known fact that the reason 
for this bill lay in the defeat of Dr. Stokes 
for congressman. Dr. Stokes’s defeat was 
attributable to the Tillman _ faction in 
Charleston. Had the Tillman people there 
supported him, he would have beaten Braw- 
ley. The Charleston people wanted an ap- 
propriation for their harbor and as Pr. 


Stokes was in open hostility against the’ 


city, even the Tillman people there would 
not vote for him. He knew whereof he 


spoke. He declared that this measure was | 


a preconcerted arrangement before the elec- 
tion to be advocated in the event of Dr. 
Stokes’s defeat. He declared that the 
bill struck at the genius of democracy, the 
free and untrammeled rights of the people 


Curses Lond and Deep. 

Mr. Cooper, of Charleston, declared that 
if a person rode through Charleston on the 
street car he could hear the bitterest epi- 
thets against the administration. He said 
the reformers must take what they wanted 
as the other side had given them no quarter. 

Colonel John C. Hackett made a lively 
speech on the political differences between 
the factions. He said the,action of the 
house on this bill would 
the state. Men would not smit 
to the dictates of a party f »m whose coun- 
cls they were ever excluded. It was vain 
for men to cry peace when they carried 
firebrands in each hand. Colonel Haskell 
announced that this was probably the last 
time he would address the house. Certain- 
ly his voice would néver again be heard on 
this floor after the general assembly ad- 
journed. He had given the best years of 
his life to the state and he was now going 
out of politics in South Carolina absolute- 
ly. He appealed to his brother South Car- 
olinians no@ to let the matter make discord 
which would ruin the state. 


Spnre the Rod, Spoil the Child. 

Mr. Tupper, of Charleston, admitted that 
Charleston was anti-Tillman. There were 
not five hundred men there who. favored 
the administration, but for God’s sake give 
the people of Charleston the privilege of 
think ‘ng what they feel. Mr. Blackwell de- 
claread that the rod had been spared to 
Charleston too long. Unless the stite w13 
re-districted, that district could not be 
properly represented in congress. 

The bill was killed by a vote of 54 to 44, 
and the clincher was put on it so ‘hat it 
cannot be taken up again. 


Kills Prohibition Sentiment. 

The notable thing in the dispensary de- 
bate in the senate today was the fault find- 
ing with the new ironclad measure under 
consideration on the part of the Tillmanites. 
Ww. Cc. Evans, Fuller, Brown, FEfir2 and 
Hemphill declared themselves friends of 
the scheme, but all announced that. they 
would not vote for the passage of the 
new bill in its present shape. 

Evans and Efird fought the provision per- 
mitting the sale of beer by the glass, and 
it will probably be eliminated. 

Fuller, a Tillmanite prohibitionist who 
voted for the bill last year, boldly asserted 
that the law in its practical operation had 
tended to drive prohibition sentiments from 
the state. Brown believed that high license 
would prove a better solution of the liquor 
problem. His county, Marion, is dry by a 
special act, and he stated that prohibition 
had been working satisfactorily with his 
people until the present agit uticn started 

Mr. Hemphill made a lengthy speech, the 
burden of which was that Charleston peo- 
ple must be compelled to respect the law. 
He quoted copiously from the newspaper 
accounts of constabula;y arrests to prove 
that a spirit of rebellion against the Jaw 
existed, and was encountered in Charles- 
ton. On motion of Mr. Wilson, an amend- 
ment was incorpprated making the use of 
abusive language towards dispensary con- 
stables punishable with fine and imprison- 
ment. 

The debate was adjourned until tonight. 
A resolution passed the senate naming the 
23d instant for final adjournment.

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WITH POOR GRACE. 


Parson Howard Gets Surly Over the 
Evidence Brought Out. 


TRIES BROWBEATING WHNESSES 


He Meets His Match in One Who 
Calls Him a Liar. 


MRS. HOWARD LEAVES THE COURTROOM 


A London Detective Thinks She Is the 
Woman Who Mat Him at the 
Door-She Gets Indignant. 


Jackson, Tenn., December 14.—(Special.)— 
Rev. G. F. B. Howard, the claim agency 
clerical artist with legal proclivities, took 
the overwhelming evidente against him to- 
day with poor grace, and during the tnorn- 
ing session worked himself into a frenzy. 
For some time after court convened, New 
York witnesses were continued in identifi- 
cation of the defendant as Ross and Leger, 
of New York. This, to a great extent, ex- 
asperated the defendant and when Mr. 
@harles Hodson, of the American embas- 
ay's office at London, was put on the stand, 
he was in good shape tor some rough cross- 
interrogatories. Mr. Hodson related that at 
the request of Mr. Lincoln, then United 
States minister to the court of St. James, 
where the office had been flooded with cor- 
respondence from Americans regarding the 
teansactions ofr William Lord Moore, he, 
in company with Inspector Froest, went to 
5 Ingersol road, Shepperd Bush, London, 
to see Moore for the purpose of stopping 
the deceptive business. The officers were 
met at the door by a maid who said that 
Mr. Moore was not in, but being pressed, 
the defendant appeared cn the stairs and 
met the officers. He was told their business 
and acknowledged that he was Moore, and 
it was at. this time that he signed the 
agreement which was produced in court to 
“quit the business.’’ 

The defendant himself conducted the cross- 
examination and with the most cutting sar- 
casm lashed the witness fearfully. Mr. 
Hodson, who appeared to be a very sensi- 
tive gentleman, grew nervous under the 
strictures and in reply to the coo! question 
of the defendant, ‘Why are you so nerv- 
ous?’ said: “i should not like to tell you 
why I am so nervous, but if you insist I 
wili tell you.” ‘he two men glared at each 
other. Here the defendant ask-

and he drew from his 
pocke: a sealed letter of information to 
Walter Q. Gresham, secretary of state. 
It had not been delivered to Mc Gres- 
ham, and though the witness knew its con- 
tents, counsel for defense argued that the 
ietter was the best evidence and was har4d- 
ed to the court to open.

The court pouréd oil upon the 
troubled waters by saving that the gentle- 
man must not indulge in personalities. 

At the night session the government put 
in the time in the identification of letters 
and announced that onlv a few more oral 
witnesses would be introduced. It is be- 
lieved that first to be put on tomorrow will 
be the lady witnesses from New York. With 
each meeting of the court the crowds grow 
larger, expecting their appearance. The 
deferdant appeared in court tonight with 
an affidavit praying that the court suspend 
night sessions, which will be done when 
the evidence in rebuttal is introduced. The 
government will probably close tomorrow 
night or the next day.

FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


Proceedings of the Convention § in 


Chicago Yesterday. 


Chicago, December 14.—The delegates of 
the American Federation of Labor today re- 
fused to take action on a communication 
touching on the question of the tariff. The 
matter came up in the form of a communi- 
cation from the plush workers of Bridge- 
port, which declared that after the pas- 
sage of the McKinley bill, their wages had 
been reduced and that their employes 
threatened further reduction in the event 
of the passage of the Wilson bill. 

The communication was laid on the table 
and the delegates fought shy of any dis- 
cussion on the subject. 

At the request of 200 students -of the Chi- 
cago Theological seminary, two representa- 
tives of the federation were appointed to 
expound its principles at a gathering of 
students this evening. 

A number of resolutions were adopted as 
the sentiment of the convention as thev 
The theory of 
the government ownership of the telegraph- 
ic system of the country was approved; the 
election of United States senators by popu- 
lar vote was endorsed; the president of the 
federation was authorized to draft.a bill 
making it compulsory for manufacturers 
to place exhaust fans in their manufacto- 
ries: and the convention expressed itself 
as being in favor of compulsory education. 
It was resolved to petition congress to en- 
act a law, establishing postal savings banks 
in view of the inadequacy, as the resolu- 
tion expresmed it, of the present national 
banking system. 

Representative Lewis Nash, of the Re- 
tail Clerks’ National Association, read a 
paper on thiel fatare usefulness of th@.fed- 
eration. He advocated government own- 
ership of the telegraph and railroads. He 
said the country now has too much law 
with too little justice. QWe should stand 
shoulder to shoulder.on election day and 
vote for measures, not for men; for states- 
men, not for politicians; for humanitarians, 
not for demagozues.”’ ‘ 

Chairman Morgan, of the committee on 
resolutions, submitted a programme for the 
nationalization of railroads, mines, tele- 
rraph, etc., as proposed by English econo- 
mists as a basis for the political labor 
movement. A motion to have the matter 
prenented to the organizations of federation, 
for the purpose of having their delegates 
instructed to vote upon it at the next con 
vent‘on of the federation, received the sup 
port of a number of delegates and the dis- 
arnroeval of others. 

The platform has twelve plans in it az 
follows: Compulsory education, direct leg- 
islation, a legal eight-hour work day, sani- 
tary inspect‘on of workshops, mines and 
homes: Habilitv of employers for physica! 
disability; abolition of contract labor in 
all public works: abolition of the sweating 
avstem: municipal ownership of street cars, 
electric light and gas piants; nationalization 
ef telegraph, telephone, railroads an! 
mines; collective ownership by the people 
af all means of production and distribution 
The principle of referendum in legislation. 
It was moved to have the resolutions taken 
up and voted upon seriatim. 


THAT MYSTERJOUS WAGON 


That Carried Cronin’s Remains to the 
Catch Basin. 


Chicago, December 14.—The prosecution of 
the Coughlan case devoted its energies 
laregly today to unraveling the mystery 
surrounding the Slory of line Wagon iu 
which Cronin’s remains were said to have 
peen carried from the Carlson cottage to 
the catch basin. The rumor was current 
today that McLaughlin, the brother of Mrs. 
Anwrew Foy, nov in Scotland, will be used 
By the prosecution to compel Andrew Foy 
to tell what he may know of the case. At 
the former trial, Foy claimed that he could 
remember nothing regarding the secret 
meetings and if his brother-in-law testifies 
Foy will be compelled to talk, it is said, or 
be attached for contempt of court. It was 
also rumored that fears are entertained 
that an attempt will be made to abduct 
Mrs. Foy to prevent her testifying in the 
case. Policemen, it 1s said, have been de- 
tailed to guard the Foy house and prevent 
such an occurrence. ‘ 

Policemen Steib testified that he was on 
duty on the night of May ist. He was 
called co testify to having seen the mysteri- 
ous wagon, but his evidence was strongly 
objected to by Judge Wing. The objection 
was overruled, howev2r, and the witness 
stated that at 11:30 o’clock on the night in 
question, he had seen three men in a car- 
penter’s wagon drawn by a bay horse. In 
the wagon was a large trunk. He was una- 
ble to deseribe the occupants of the wagon. 
The vehicle at the time was going in the di- 
rection of the catch basin, in which the 
body was afterwards fcund. 

On cross-examination, Steib contradicted 
the statement made at the former trial, 
regarding the color of the horse that, drew 
the wagon. Then he said it was a dark 
gray, he thought, while today he was posi- 
tive it was a dark bay. * 

Officer James Riley was with Steib at the 
time the wagon passed and corroborated the 
officer’s testimony.

JIM CALLS MITCHELL A TRICKY FELLOW 


He Talks About Honor Among Prize 
Figoters,and Says the Englishman 
Is Out for the Money. 


Jacksonville, Fla., December 14.—James vo 
Corbett, champion of America, arrived it 
this city today at2 o'clock p. m. 

An enormous crowd was at the depot 
when Corbett's train came in and the cham- 
pion was greeted by cheers. No attempt 
was made to arrest Corbett and the party, 
taking carriages, were driven to the St. 
James hotel. At the hotel Corbett was seen 
by the correspondent of the South- 
ern Associated (ress and talked 
freely of Mitchell and the com. 
ing fight. The champion was considerably 
stirred up over the report that he would be 
arrested upon reaching Jacksonville. 

“I’m not afraid of arrest on my own ac- 
count,’ said the champion. ‘‘l have deen to 
jaildn my time and can go again if necessa- 
ry. But I know if I were arrested that 
Mitchell would go around blowing that I 
came to Jacksonville purposely to be arrest- 
ed so as to get out of meeting him. I’m 
up to Mitchetl's tricks and | was afraid of 
being arrested because of the dirty use the 
English blubber would make of the fact. I 
am anxious to meet Mitchell,’’ continued the 
champion, ‘‘and to get him in the ring I 
would be willing to stay in jail six months 
and train on bread and water.”’ 

As Corbett said this his eves flashed and 
he clinched his hand in a way that bodes 
ill for Mitchell if he ever faces Corbett in 
the arena. 

Regurding the claim made by Mitchell 
that he wanted an earlier date than Janua- 
ry 25th, for the fight, Corbett salu: 

“That is all rot. Mitchell doves not want 
any earlier date. The fact is, “he wanted 
the fight to occur at as late a date as possi- 
ble. He is making $2,009 a week starring 
now and will make it just as long as the 
excitement about the fight can be Kept up. 
He wanted the fight to be put off for three 
months or more, so he coulu reap a harvest 
of American doilars and stim have time ly 
train for the contest.” 

Brady, who was sitting by Corbett, corrob- 
orated this statement. ‘“‘There is another 
point that 1 want to make clear,’ added 
Corbett, ‘‘and that is in reference to the 
choice of ‘ referee. Mitchell, in a, 
interview, claims that Honest John Kelly, 
who hus been chosen to referee the con- 
test, was suggested by me and accepied 
by him. The very reverse is true. Mitchell 
suggested Kelly and 1 accepted him. The 
truth is Mitchell is making all these state- 
ments in order to confuse the pubiic and to 
lay. the basis for’ as many objections as 
possible. 

“No matter who wins this fight,’”’ added 
Corbett, ‘‘M:tchell will make $18,500 out of 
it. You see he is under contract to. star 
five weeks at $2,000 a week, that makes 
$10,000. He will get back $3,000 of the orig- 
inal money put up to bind the match with 
Lianehard of Boston, which makes $15,000, 
He gets 92,000 for training expenses and 
then he wili win $1,000 whca Brady bet him 
thet he would not show up if the fignt 
came off, making a toial of $18,500. That's 
ratner a nice wad for a loser, isn’t it?” 
queried the champion. 

“Do you believe that Mitchell will come 
to time?’’ was asked Corbett. 

“or the honor of pugilists,’’ replied Core 
bett, ‘‘l would like to believe the English- 
mun honest, but Mitchell is such a tricky 
fellow that I am aftrad he will take ad- 
vantuge of every tecnnicality to avoid a 
meeting with me. He wanis to keep the 
excitement up, however, whether he in- 
tends to come to,time or not. Mitchell is 
out for the stuff and as long as the exciie- 
ment is kept up he can get big money 
starring. if ne does meet me, it will oniy 
be alter he has exhausted every excuse t¢ 
avoid it,”’ 

The Corbett party went down to Mayport 
this afternoon to inspect the training quar: 
ters. The champion expressed himself de- 
lighted with the quarters chosen. Corbett 
is looking remarkably fit. He says he

Corpett and his company appeared at the 
opera house tonight. They were greeted 
by an immense crowd. At the conciusion 
of the programme the champion appeared 
and said: 
~“QLadies and Gentlemen: I find it difficult 
to express my appreciation of your kind 
recepuon and theretore will not aitempt 
te do so. You ali know that 1 have come 
down here to prepare mySseil to meet Miich- 
rell; but I come to meet him in a boxing 
match, not a prize tight. 1 never was a 
prine.pal in a prize fignt in my life. Eve 
contest I ever had was held under protec- 
tion of the law and was with gloves. some 
people characterize these conc.ests as bru- 
tal and degrading; yet the same people 
would attend a football game, ana after see- 
ing players carried oif the field with broken 
limbs or worse injures, will applaud wild- 
ly. 1 am an American and in my own 
country, and I am going to meet an Eng- 
lishman; but that cutis no figure. I want 
no odds. My motto is ‘a fair field and no 
favor,’ and all I ask is that the referee do 
his duty and let the best mas’ win.’ 

The applause that greeted this speech was 
deafening. All talk of stopping tne contest 
has subsided, but no one knows what move 
Governor Mitchell is meditating.

Indeed, he may 
have a burdensome honor thrust upon h‘m 
without the asking, for a prominent physi- 
cian said to The Constitution’s correspond- 
ent that the people of Augusta must as 
one man make Patrick Walsh mayor next 
year by acclamation.

The Atlanta Police Looking for Frank 
Crenshaw, Who Did the Killing. 


Two young men, both well-known in At- 
lanta, were the prineipals in a difficulty 
near Lawrenceville yesterday afternoon, 
which resulted in the killing of one of them 
by the othe. 

The two young men were Charles Jett, 
the proprietor of a government distillery 
in Gwinnett county, and Frank Crenshaw, 
a young man about twenty-seven years of 
age, who is employed in the distillery as 
gauger and storekeeper. In the difficulty 
Crenshaw shot and killed Jett. 

The particulars of the tragedy reached 
the city only in fragmentary and unsatis- 
‘actory shape.

‘It is Mayor 
Henry Horne, and the platform upon wnich 
he was elected was “For progress and 
prosperity; employment for the unempioy- 
ed.” The carrying out of the object of 
such a policy will infuse new life in «very 
Organ of the city’s existence, an? send her 
pecple marching forward on the high ruoad 
to prosperity. 

The ceremonies attending the retirernent 
of Mayor Price :and the inauguration of 
Mayor Horre last night were unusually in- 
teresting and the council) chamber was 
packed to witness the scene. 

When Mayor Price, who has served the 
city as chief executive for nine years, 
finished reading nis valedictory, City At- 
torney Minter Wimberly arose and said 
tha: he had been employed by a numper 
of people, among whom were the mem- 
bers of council and the heads of various 
departments of the city government to 
bring certain charges against the mayor. 
The charges were in regard to his manage- 
ment of the city’s finances, as it had been 
proven that the mayor would go out of 
Office leaving £17,000 in the city treasury, 
when he might have squandered it all, and 
the further fact that he had neglecied his 
own business to promote the wel“are of 
the city, and consequently would retire 
from office a poor mun. Such action as this 
on the part of a mayor was unpardonable, 
but inasmuch as the mayor had done all 
of this, he had been sdeputized to present 
him with a silver service and marbie pe- 
Gestal. At this moment a magznificert and 
very valuable silver service with waiter 
and marble pedestal were brought in and 
placed in front- of the mayor’s desk. Mr. 
Wimberly then spoke touchingly of the 
mayor's fidelity to his friends, and in behalf 
of the donors told of their high esteem and 
rega d for him. 

The mayor arose and, with tears in his 
eyes and tones that clearly told tne emv- 
tion he felt, thanked the donors of the 
handsome present. 


SOUTHWESTERN’S EARNINGS. 


The Receiver Has Some Fands to Turn 
the 


Savannah, Ga., December 14.—(Special.)— 
Receiver Comer gave out. today a state- 
ment of the earnings of the Southwestern 
railroad for the five months beginning July 
Ist and ending November 30, 1893. It was 
as follows: Gross earnings, $508,741.41; ex- 
penses, $319,778.64; met earnings, $188,962.77. 

By reference to the quarterly report of 
the receiver to the court, it will be ‘seen 
that during the months of July, August 
and September the net earnings were $67,- 
110.97, so tat the earnings for the past 
two months, October and November, have 
been $121,851.80. The past two months have 
produced the heaviest traffic of the year, 
and it is hardly probable that tf next 
Seven months will show earnings in pro- 
portion to the last five. 

It is understood that the receivers will 
apply to the court for autpority to turn 
Over this money to the Southwestern Rail- 
road Company, and it will remain with the 
directors of the Southwestern to say 
whether all or any of this money will be 
paid to the stockholders in the way of div- 
idends or whether it will be retained in the 
treasury to provide for future emergen- 
ties. The total annual rental of the South- 
western is $362,377. It will be seen that the 
earnings of the past five months are a little 
more than half the amount.

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The Hawaiian Business. 

It is evident to all close observers of 
the situation that our government has 
narrowly escaped a serious complication 
as the result of its interference with the 
affairs of Hawaii. 

lortunately, Minister Willis thorough- 
ly understands the delicate nature of his 
mission, and it may develop that his cau- 
tious and discreet course has saved us 
considerable embarrassment and trouble. 
We believe that Mr. Cleveland has been 
convineed by recent developments that 
it would be inexpedient for the United 
States to aid the ex-queen in her efforts 
to regain the throne, and we are satis- 
fled that his origindl opposition to the 
provisional government of ILawaii was 
entirely due to the representatious made 
by Secretary Gresham. 

That the secretary of state is not a 
judicious adviser in this matter is now 
so plainly apparent that his policy finds 
very few supporters in either party. 1 
is freely charged and generally believed 
that Mr. Gresham was largely influenced 
by the prejudices growing out of his old 
rivalry with Mr. Harrison. The secre- 
tary is a republican, and he had aspired 
to the presidential nomination by that 
party only to be disappointed.

First and Second Steps. 

It is not at all surprising that the 
house committee on coinage is inclined 
to discuss the silver questi¢m to the end 
that the further legislation’ outlined in 
the platform pledge may be formulated 
and put into operation. This inelina- 
tion of the coinage conimittee is not only 
in strict accord with the declaratien, 
but with the policy of the party. ‘It 
also in strict accord with the expecta. 
tions of the people, and with the prom- 
ises made by those democratic leaders 
who were conspicuous in their efforts 
to secure the unconditional repeal of the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act. 

Unconditional repeal was .advertised 
as the first step toward the redemption 
of the platform, and that was the sole 
reason why many democratic 
men were inclined to support the movoe- 
ment—the sole reason why demoeratic 
sentiment in the south and west was 
Willing to consent to the adoption of a 
measure that would temporarily estab- 
lish the single gold standard. There 
peyer was anything in uneonditional 
repeal to commend it to democratic sup- 
port except first and 
sary step toward the remonetization 
of silver in accordance with the 
pledge made in the democratic plat- 
form. But as a first step, the plan 
had its attractions. It was the only 
argument that could have won the sup- 
port of democrats whose life-long con- 
vietions were in favor of beth gold and 
silver the mndard mouey of the 
country. Declarations this effect 
were nade ju the house, and in the sen- 
ate. Mr. Voorhees and others asked 
democratic support for nneonditional re- 
peal solely on the ground that when the 
purchase of silver bullion had ceased 
the democratic party could then proceed 
to carry out the policy ontlined in the 
financial plank of the platform.

There Was ho 
warrant for the unconditional repeal of 
the pur¢hasing clause of the Sherman 
act to Be found in the democratic plat- 
form; and the very fact that its repeal, 
Without further legislation, has estab- 
lished the single gold standard, against 
which ,the people and the democfatic 
party have been protesting for years, 
ought to be enough to convince even the 
patronage press that a second step is 
necessary in order to prevent the deep 
resentment that is sure to take posses- 
sioh of the people if they find that they 
have been deceived. 

We observe that Mr. Buck M[ilgore, 
of Texas, who is a member of the house 
coinage committee, says that he “is 
tired of this business of repeatedly en- 
deavoring to make a record. on the sil- 
ver question.” No doubt it is a little 
fuiiguing—a little depressing—but. if 
Mr. Buck Kilgove and others who have 
grown ‘weary in the business of making 
records will panse and reflect, they will 
probably find that there is something 
more in the matter than mere record 
making.

What do they care about & man 
who howls for the democratic platforin 
during 2 campaign, and then votes to 
violate it in congress? What do they 
care about a record that means democ- 
rey ut home and republican goldbug-. 
gery away from home’? Beyond a doubt 
it is not the “reeord” of individual con- 
eressiven that the people are int@rested 
in, but the substantial results of demo- 
cratic victory. 

That the whole point. The first 
step has been taken apd now the people 
are awaiting to democratic con- 
gress take the second step. Are they 
not justified in their belief that some 
movement will be made in the demo- 
cratic house to carry out the financial 
pledge of the democrati¢e platform?

Weg, regret’ the determinatien 
fested by our esteemed evening contem- 
porary, The Official Orgun, to read Sen- 
ator Gordon out of the democratie party, 
and we do not propose to,sit silently by 
and see him attacked, even in the house 
of his friends. 

In an editorial yesterday's issue, 
The Official Organ vigorously refutes 
the suggestion that a democratic party 
has apything in common with Oeala 
democracy, and it coneludes that the 
man who stands on the Ocala platform 
reads himself out of the democratie 
party, 

All this may be very true, and The 
Constitution does not refer to it for the 
purpose of taking issue with the proposi- 
tion. But if it is true where does it 
leave Senator Gordon? We insist that 
Senator Gordon shall not be read out of 
the democratie party, and that he shall 
not be driven out, even by the uninten- 
tional lash of his friends.

The effort of certain northern protec- 
tionists to make it appear That the Wil- 
son tavill is a menuce to our prosperity 
ine light of our history. 

The truth is, the policy embodied in 
the Wilson bill has prevailed in this 
country for long periods and withotit in- 
jury io the people. -Under the low tariff 
of 1846 and 1857 many industries were 
established sand the result was the build- 
ing up of our large inanufacturing cen- 
ters. From 1846 to 1SG0 the average 
tariff rate was about 25 per ceut, fully 
15 per cent under the Wilson rate. Yet 
under this low tariff rate the country 
prospered and developed. 

Our high protective tariff was imposed 
to pay the expenses caused by the war. 
People who see in it a factor of pros- 
perity simply take the absurd position 
that we can grow rich by taxing our- 
selves. 

From 1850 to 1860 the cash value of 
our farms doubled. The increase was 
105 per eent. From 1860 to 1880, under 
a high tariff, the cash value of our farms 
increased 0 9 per cent. ‘Real and 
personal p llioms.ten years of low 
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| tariff increased 184 per cent, but in ten 


years of high tarifZ from 1860 to 1870, 
they have decreased 3 per cent. OUnder 
a low tariff we built shops and increased 
our foreign trade, built 21,600 miles of 
railway, started néw towns and enjoy- 
ed such general prosperity that at the 
end of our low tariff period there were 
only 241,242 families without separate 
homes. 

Against this record we have the pov- 
erty, idle labor and depression that fol- 
low a long period of high tariff. Under 
the latter system a few grow rich, but 
the many are taxed to death. 

The new tariff cannot hurt the conn- 
try. It is lower than the MeKiniey 
rate, but it is not as low as the tariff 
of our prosperous days before the war. 
The false clamor about its menace to 
industry will alarm no one who is fa- 
miliar with the history ’ of our country.

Editor Constitution.—The declination of 
the Hon. Steve Clay, in his manly letter 
of recent date, leaves only one candidate 
for governor definitely in the field. It is 
believed Dy many that the reasons for de- 
clining the race, announced by Mr. Clay, 
apply with at least equal force to the speak- 
er of the house. The drift of public opinion 
as expressed in the public prints, would 
seem to indicate that the race will be free 
from dangerous competition. The claims of 
General Evans are unique and touch at 
many points. He was born and raised in 
Stewart county, and his father and grand- 
father were Georgians. Before the war 
Stewart county was inhabited by planters 
and farmers with their slaves almost ex- 
clusively. They were a highly intelligent 
and independent ‘people. General Evans 
at a very early age was admitted to the 

ar. Just previous to the war he was elect- 

to the senate, At the breaking out of the 
conflict he erlisted as a private and rose 
through every intermediate rank to that of 
brigadier of General Gordon's brigace. He 
served in the principal ,battles of Virginia 
and was severely wounded. lle closed 
his military record at the surrender at Ap- 
pomattox. Throughout his career he sig- 
nalized himself by gallantry and skill as a 
soldier and held the unbounded contidenee 
and affection of his men. During the war 
he dedicated himself to God, and was ad- 
mitted to the ministry of the Methodist 
church. His first service was in Bartow 
county. He has been also stationed in Au- 
gusta, Atlanta, and has preached in Sa- 
vannah and in many parts of the state 
Unselfish, single-minded, broad in his views 
and generous in his sympathies, he has 
made friends wherever’ he has gone. While 
most successful as a pre: acher, his people 
always took pride in his milit: iry career, and 
part of his commanding influence was due 
to that fact.

There is no man of our acquaintance who 
touches the sympathy and pride of our 
people at so many points. The wise young 
statesman, who, at an age when young 
lawyers are studying their first 
briefs, was elected by a highly 
intelligent constituency to the senate 
of his state.

Aitorney Reid Made the Opening Speech 
for, the State.

T WAS AN GLOQUENT EFFOR? 


Judge Dorsey Began His Argument 
and Concludes Today. 


HIS SPEECH WAS MOST ABLE 


Judge Clark Requested That There Be No 
Applause—The Case May Be Uon- 
cluded Today. 


One speech was made yesterday for the 
prosecution in the Meehan case and for the 
defense 4 speech was begun and will be 
concluded this morning. The speakers were 
Mr. Harry Reid, for the state, and Judge 
Dorsey, who began his argument for the 
defense. This leaves three more speakers 
after Judge Dorsey concludes this morning, 
and they will probably speak in the 
following order: Mr. Hall, prosecution; 
Solicitor Hill, prosecution, and Colonel 
Brewster, for the defendant. 

It was only a few minutes after 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning when Mr. Harry Reid, 
of Reid & Stewart, began the opening argu- 
ment for the state. The courtroom..was 
crowded and many sat on the judge’s ros- 
trum. Mrs. Meehan, her sister atid the 
children sat near Mr. Meehan. 

Mr. Reid said that he knew that there 
was a great deal of sentiment in a matter 

| of this kind, but that it was the duty of the 

jury to get above this, that the case was 
to be tried solely on the law and the evi- 
dence. 

A great portion of the speaker’s time was 
taken up with the reading of the lgw on 
the question, and he was very thorough in 
his research in this direction. The time of 
his entire argument occupied a few minutes 
more than five hours, and his closing words 
were eloquent and appealing. 

“In this sort of a case, gentlemen,’’ said 
he, “popular feeling is generally with the 
defendant. Prejudices are excited in his 
favor and sympathy enlisted in his behalf, 
but these are no safe standards by which to 
measure the law, and the law is your only 
proper guide. The law would, if it could, 
select agencies for the final ascertainment 
of the facts and truth of a case, impervious 
to the influence of. prejudice and feeling. 
This cannot be done entirely, but the law 
does the best it can do by the manner of 
its selection of jurors—putting the juror to 
a searching investigation of his own con- 
science as to his freedom from bias, sur- 
rounding him with a solemn ceremonial in 
the selection. Then removing him from 
contact with the public and charging him 
seriously and impressively that his onty 
duty is to find the truth under the law. 
This only, nothing less, nothing more. You 
have nothing to do with the vindication or 
punishment of the defendant. 

“Your Duty to Find the Truth.” 

“Your only duty is to find the truth under 
the law. If the truth thus found vindi- 
cates him, all right; if it punishes him, all 
right. In either event if the truth is thus 
found the law is vindicated and your duty 
is performed. 

“Duty is a stern thing and it is remorse- 
less in the demand it makes for obedience 
to its behests. Where counter to it, senti- 
ment must yield, sympathy be overcome, 
prejudice and emotion suppressed. When, 
in accordance with these influences, duty is 
easy, very easy, and there is no special 
merit in its performance—all people may 
perform it then. When in conflict with 
these influences it is hard, extremely hard, 
and it is only performed by the true and 
the brave; but in its taitnful and honest 
performance under these circumstances 
manhood r®aches its ultimate sublimity. 
Beyond it there is nothing greater, nothing 
grander. The law contemplates that jurors 
will reach this high standard, and, so con- 
sidering, it commits to them for reserva- 
tion and vindication its sanctity and {ts 
majesty, its constitutes and consecrates 
them very priests at its altar of justice. In 
so far as they fail—and only so far—its 
justices fails, its sanctity is violated and its 
majesty, it constitutes and consecrates 
brave and faithful, so is its san®ity unde- 
‘filed, its majesty divine and its justice sure: 
and when jurors thus vindicate the law’s 
confidence, the immortal words of Curran 
become the very truth that ‘the juror’s 
oath is the adamantine chain that binds the 
integrity of man to the throne of eternal 
justice.” But, gentlemen, if this chain is 
snapped all justice is engulfed and there 
is no longer safety for organized society 
whose representatives and guardians you 
are. 

“Then I can only appeal to you to do your 
duty under the law whose voice, scarce in- 
ferior to that of deity, above all the ap- 
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fusing to recognize the section relating to 
justifiable homicide: The jury on this 
charge had nothing to do but to find the de- 
fendant guilty. But this verdict was set 
aside by the supreme court, holding that 
Judge Holt did not propertly charge the 
jury, inasmuch as he failed to give it the 
proper freedom and proper scope. Since 
the day that the supreme court set that 
verdict aside, no Georgia jury has found 
guilty a man who killed the man that gross- 
ly insulted a good and true woman. 

“Another case that the prosecution dwelt 
upon was the case of Mayes, which was a 
conspiracy, resulting in the death of a man 
and lis murderer was found guilty. This is 
compared to the Meehan case, and yet the 
woman in it was a common prostitute and 
the slayer was found guilty. 

Sam Hill’s Case Taken Up. 

“Again, the state’s counsel takes up an- 
other case—the Hill case, and attempts to 
pattern Meehan’s deserts by the punishment 
that was meted out to Hill. Again the 
cases are not analagous—they do not touch. 
Hill killed Simmons, but Hill knew that his 
wife was nothing more than a common 
rostitute and he said so. He said that 
he knew other men kept company with her 
and were more or less triminally intimate 
with her, but none so much so as Simmons. 
He took his wife back and after some time, 
on the writing of a note, Simmons being 
the alleged author, though the handwriting 
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was disguised, Hill shot him down in the 
National hotel. The woman was a pros- 
titute and the jury found Hill guuty. And 
this is a case that it is attempted to be par- 
alleled with that of Pat Meehan’s. 

“There is the case of Reed against the 
state, upon which counsel for the state laid 
great stress. In it there is not a word about 
an insult to anybody s wife. It was simply 
a quarrel between two.men anu resulted in 
the death of the one. There is nothing 
about an insult in it—nothing at all. 

“In the. same way can be shown up the 
State against Stewart in 70th Geor- 
gia. Stewart shot Metver for an 
alleged assault upon his wife. 
This case is put as a sample 
of Meehan’s case. The facts, I read them, 
will show you that McIver, who was shot 
but did not die, testified thatit was at Mrs. 
Stewart's request: that he took her out to 
balls and parties. And that finally she in- 
duced him to become criminally intimate

When the man

reversed the decision on the ground that 
Stevens knew of his wife’s intimacy with 
Wilkinson for several months before the 
killing.

Taking Up the Biggs Case Agnin. 

“I will take up the Biggs case again. In 
this case Mrs. Biggs was a good and pure 
woman and was approached in her bed- 
room one night and grossly insulted by 
the man Biggs killed. Biggs did not take 
immediate action upon learning of this 
fact, but when the insulter of his wife sat 
down at the same table the next morning, 
| in the presence of the wife and the family 
he had insuited’and attempted to debauch, 


and he shot him down. 

‘In this instance Judge Holt charged the 
jury, as I have said, that Biggs was to be 
found guilty, as he had killed his wife’s as- 
sailant about a past offense... But the su- 
preme court set aside the verdict and said 
that Judge Holt had not charged ali the 
law in the case. That it aas the jury’s 
right to say whether or not Biggs was jus- 
tifiable in his action, and never since then 
has a man been found guilty where he killed 
the man who attempted to defile his wife. 

*‘But the worst of all is the basing of this 
case’s ouccome upon that of the Mayes 
case. A case where a white man was killed 
for. visiting a negro woman and was shot 
by the woman’s husband. Now what about 
this case? The evidence showed that the 
negro woman was a prostitute before she 
married, and afterwards, and the busband 
on killing the white man said: ‘You — — 
white — —, I'll learn you how to fool with 
nigger — —.’ 

“Will you put Mrs. Meehan—for this is 
what you are asked to do—-in the same 
boat with this woman, by convicting Mee- 
han? I would rather be Pat Meehan, with 
a thousand ropes around my neck, than on 
the jury that could find him guilty, because 
he defended his wife.’’

Takes Up the Statements of Rey. Dr. 
J. B. Hawthorne, 


IN HIS LAST SUNDAYS SERMON 


The Husband Takes Up the Wi‘e’s Cause 
and Proceedsto Dealin Lively State- 
ments Concerning Dr. Hawthorne. 


The Constitution presents Dr.+Felton’s 
reply to Dr. Hawthorne. 

Dr. Felton regards Dr. Hawthdérne’s ser- 
mon of last Sunday as being of such char- 
acter that the husband, instead of the wife, 


. should take it up. 


The reply, which will be read with great 
interest, is as follows: 

Near Cartersville, Ga., December 13.— 
Editor Constitution: Immediately after the 
late Christian Workers’ convention adjourn- 
ed in Atlanta, Dr. Hawthorne resorted to 
his pulpit to denounce all women who speak 
in public—in unmeasured terms. He made 
no distinction as to place of speaking or 
to the subjects discussed. As this conven- 
tion was largely composed of ladies—invited 
by the city of Atlanta to attend the con- 
vention—many excellent Georgia ladies 
criticised this rudeness and incivility—my 
wife among the number. Df. Hawthorne 
used words substantially as follows: ‘All 
women who speak in public are violators 
of divine law—are infidels—have unsexed 
themselves—are Jacobins, and are sowing 
the seeds of social anarchy and ruin.” 

These ladies in reply, denied such false 
allegations, in proper words and proper 
style. On last Sunday Dr. Hawthorne re- 
peated the assault in the pulpit of his 
church, in which discourse he’ associates 
these ladies, by indirection, with the “‘paint- 
ed woman who walks the streets to invite 
the noonday sun to witness her shame.’”’ 

The opprobrious language naturally trans- 
fers the controversy with Dr. Hawthorne 
to the protectors of these honorable ladies, 
and I am here to ask space to review these 
words and place on record my opinion of 
such a man, and such an outrage. 

By my c@nsent and approval, my wife 
wrote the-first reply. But he has now 
passed the limit of criticism from a lady's 
pen, and this occasion needs different at- 
tention from other people. It is no longer, 
a question with me as to what St. Paul 
means, or what the churches teach, in re- 
gard to the appearance of women in the 
pulpit, or on the rostrum, or ‘n any public 
assembly or gathering. The argument has 
ncw culminated, and there is necessarily 
a demand for Dr. Hawthorne's authority 
for the atrocious charges hinted at and 
suggested in the sermon mentioned and 
printed in The Constitution of this date. 

The question now to be settled is whether 
he had authority for his slanderous inu- 
endoes, or whether he is responsible for 
these malicious and untruthful assertions. 
I appear in this article for my wife only, 
and can safely leave other people to their 
own share in this public matter for them- 
selves. I esteem it a duty to make such 
reply at@ resent, as the author of the as- 
sault may merit at this writing. 

The pulpit is always worthy of proper 
respect, but when a man enters the pulpit, 
to outrage common decency with foul axt 
sertions, he becomes a public enemy, and. a 
disturber of the public peace. 

Whatever may be the private opinion of 
the citizens of Georgia, regarding the par- 
ticipation of women in public affairs, either 
in church or state, no man has the right 
to assail the private character 
of any woman in any place, with unfounded 
assertions, innuendoes or suggestions of 
impropriety or vice. 

[ assert deliberately—knowing ‘the full 
meaning of my words, no gentleman could 
afford or would dare to do it. A man who 
would rise in public to assert the impropriety 
of women, because of the disability of sex. 
is also a recreant to all the nobler instincts 
of manhood, and unworthy of the mother 
that bore him. He thus stamps his own in- 
famy. 

I wish to say in plainest terms: My wife 
speaks in public, with my knowledge, con- 
sent and approval. She has never written 
a printed statement or discussed:a political 
principle, or urged a moral or social re- 
form, that I myself would not have endorsed 
or advocated, if ! had been standing be- 
fore a similar audience—and I honor t@is 
true woman for her courage, as well as 
her fidelity to truth and honesty of pur- 
pose. She has my approbation when she 
punctures frauds and shams in the pulpit, 
in the church or in the state. I endorse 
every word she has written in this present 
controversy with Dr. Hawthorne.: 

So.tben, this cowardly skunk may Keep his 
sympathy and his maudlin condolence for 
people who may suppose they need either. 
I appreciate at its true value the garb of 
clerical pretension that is used to cloak 
contemptible meanness and cowardice. To 
read such a tirade as furnished to your pa- 
per—under the sacrilegious title of a ser- 
mon-—reminds me of the Master’s saying: 
“Wo unto you, Scribes and Pharisees! For 
ve shut up the kingdom of heaven against 
men, for ve neither go in yourselves, neither 
suffer ye them that are entering to go te 

It is evident that Dr. Hawthorne’s mind 
grovels, where his thoughts of evil and in- 
sinuations of vice are hatched or generated. 
For several years he has been flinging ouf 
the spawn of a filthy imagination on the 
subject of women as pwhlic speakers. It 
me. and others, that an intelli- 
gent Christian congregation should have so 
long allowed him to assault women in his 
pulpit discourses. 1 cen account for the ap- 
proval and applause that comes from some 
theatrical pit—while a low-bred actor in- 
duiges in words of double meaning and sug- 
gestive pantomime that reflects upon wo- 
manly virtue; but why one of the most cult- 
ivated audiences in Georgiay should tolerate 
from Sunday to Sunday—a continuous as- 
sault upon Christian women—is past my 
comprehension. Dr. Hawthorne actually 
scems to be suffering from a sort of moral 
rabies, and the sight of water néver af- 
flicted a poor canine victim with more vio- 
lent paroxisms than he seems to 
suffer, from the sound of a woman's 
voice in prayer or praise. 

To come down to business, Mr. Editor, 
I ask you to republish just here the fol- 
lowing extract from Dr. Hawthorne's ser- 
mon on last Sunday: 

tev.’ J. B. Hawthorne, D.D., developed 
his “Ideal Woman’ in the First Baptist 
church yesterday. 

it was expected that, following the letters 
written by Mrs. Felton and Mrs. Read, and 
the reported sermon of Rabbi Reich, that 
Dr. Hawthrone would utilize his first pub- 
lic appearance by giving his ‘deas as to 
woman's real sphere in church work. 

There was a large congregation present. 

“Who,” said he,“‘would call the notorious 
Mrs. Lease, of Kansas, a servant of God? 
Where is there a descent and self-respecting 
man or woman in Georgia who saw her go- 
ing through this state making stump 
speeches for a political party that d‘d not 
feel humiliated and ashamed?” He referred 
in like vein to Dr. Mary Walker, and said 
that such women violated the womanly in- 
stinct, ‘‘and defied God’s law as certainly 
as did the painted woman who walks the 
streets and invites the noonday sun to wit- 
ness her shame.”’ 

“And yet.’’ he sa'd, warming up to his 
subject and evidently d'‘gressing from his 
manuscript, ‘there are two or three women 
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in Georgia who go about making stump 
speeches.’’ 

This attack mentions by name Mrs. 
Lease and Dr. Mary Walker, but it will be 
remarked that he circled at a safe distance 
from other names—which he desired to at- 
tack and which he dared not mention, 
fearing either for his pocket or his person, 
as I suppose. If he will come out and give 
the names of the ‘“‘two or three Geofgia 
women,'’ that he aims to strike brutally, 
and reiterate the statement that they are 
like the ‘‘painted women,’ I can safely 
promise him a lively experience before he 
is able to put another Sunday exhibition of 
his malice on the boards. 

There is no word in the English language 
to cover this mixture of cowardice, venom 
and oily sanctity—in the pulpit. The unc- 
tuous Stiggins that Sam Weller helped to 
eject from his father’s house, comes nearer 
a description than anything which now 
occurs to me. 

We are fast reaching a place in the south 
when church members are asking them- 
selves if they are owners of their own 
pocketbooks, or have authority in their 
own homes, or are free agents in the man- 
agement of their own families. If assum- 
acy, greed and bigotry have not reached 
the length of their tether, then it may be 
supposed the First. Baptist church has 
still no authority to protect the names 
and character of our women from publie in- 
ult in its pulpit. : 

Lynch law is now prevalent in Georgia, 
and is extending all over the union. Crimes 
are multiplying, most alarmingly; some- 
times it would. appear as if our social fa- 
bric was about to disorganize. The truest 
patriots and Christians are looking on, with 
anxiety and alarm, asking ‘“‘what will be 
the end ?” and yek a woman who pleads for 
temperance, Christian morals, social re- 
form, ,education, just: and equitable legis- 
lation, and who daily asks God for His 
blessings on this old state of ours, is to 
be branded by the pulpit riftian, as a 
“painted woman who invites the noonday 
asun to witness her shame’’—and he imme- 
diately asserts, thereafter, that there 
are “two or three Georgia women” 
who are public speakers, and who, there- 
fore, illustrate in themselves this “painted 
woman.” 

Such words should have been thrust down 
his false throat by every true man in that 
audience! There are other remedies for 
such outrages upon decency and truth be: 
side newspaper articles, as 1 am glad to 
know. 

I honor my noble wife, and she will ever 
be the gem that has brightened my life, 
which will crown my memory, and no man 
can utter such falsehoods as these without 
rebuke while I live. 

This man compared himself (as I suppose 
facetiously) to John the Baptist, in what he 
calls the persecution waged against good 
men. It seems to me to be the effort of 
wildest fancy to associate the camel's hair 
frock, or locusts and wild honey, anc. the 
rugged surroundings of the herald of the 
coming Christ with the affluence, the lux- 
try, and the over weening vanity of this 
sleek, well-groomed and greedy cormorant, 
whe has fattened upon the perquisites of 
his clerical office. He alludes to the woman 
at Bethany, and commends her piety, but 
he gives other assurances that, if he had 
lived in the time of our Savior, his boot 
would have kicked out the woman who 
entered a public assembly to perform a 
public service, and was publicly commended 
by the Master. 

These illustrations go to prove that Dr. 
Hawthorne’s precept and practice are wide- 
ly at variance. He gets melodramatic over 
far-away and impossible ideas or theories, 
put he becomes rufftianly in attacking pra>- 
tical and possible benefits to the church and 
the country. 

I have no desire, if I had time, to consume 
your spate in controverting the vagaries of 
such a mind and heart as he has displayed 
in the present controversy with good wo- 
men here and elsewhere; but [I propose to 
stand on my own individual rights and 
privileges, and warn off this intruder who 
has. been offensive in his allusions to thuvse 
whom I highly esteem. I propose to de- 
fend my right to counsel and encourage my 
family to the best of my *%elief and judg- 
ment, and I shall insist upon more atten- 
tion to his own business and less to mine 
in the future. 

{ thank vou, Mr. Editor, for giving me 
this opportunity to present a reply, where 
vour readers might see both the attack and 
the repulse, which was not of my seeking. 
In dealing with gentlemen, it is possible to 
discuss grievances in moderate language, 
but in all encounters with rutflans, who at- 
tack innocence and purity behind pretended 
apostolic messages, using the pulpit as a 
‘‘bomb-proof”’ to save themselves from per- 
sonal chastisement, nothing but rough. 
weapons will fit these cases of rabid hate 
and filthy hypocracy. 

Thus dismissing a malignant prosecutor 
and disturber of public peace, I would, in 
closing this article, call attention of the 
gcod women of Georgia to the touching 
tenderness and sympathy for woman that 
always characterized the Master's words 

Not a-harsh epithet or rebuke ever escaped 
His lips for the women who thronged about 
Him seeking healing and counsel. He 
poured the vials of wrathful invective on 
hypocrites and religious frauds, ‘‘which love 
to go in long clothing, and love salutations 
in the market places and the chief seats 
in the synagogues and the uppermost rooms 
at feasts, which devour widows’ houses, 
and for a pretence make long prayers.” 
The Savior always appeared as the defend- 
er of woman, and He sent His angel to 
say to the women at the sepulchre, where 
“the keepers did shake and became as dead 
men’ through fear: ‘Pear not ve, for I 
know that ye seek Jesus, which was cru- 
‘ified.’’ Respectfully,

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The Coroner's Jury Exonerates Alexe 
ander of the Buckner Killing. 
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AN EYE WITNESS TELLS ABOUT IT 


Dr~ Thirlkield and Miembers of the Unie 
versity Faculty Give sajexandera Good 
Name-—-A W arrant Sworn Out.

Coroner Paden yesterday hivestiontod the 
Killing of rank Buckner, b& Dennis Alex 
ander, and it was the decision: of the jury 
that the killing was justifiable \and done in 
self-defense. Arm inquest could mot be held 
the day after the tragedy by reagon of the 
fact that ghe necessary witnesses eould not 
be got together. \ 

The inquest was heid at police& heads 
quarters, where the witnesses were. sume 
moned io appear. There was but on& eye. 
witness to the deed before the coroner's 
jury, but two or three witnesses appeared 
and testified as to Alexander’s good chare 
acter. 

From the evidence brought out befor 
the jury, it appeared that Alexander could 
not well have evaded killing Buckner with- 
out being killed himself, as Buckner was 
going toward him with an ax when the 
fatal shot was fired. It also appeared that 
Alexander had beefi the watchman on the 
Clark university grounds for about 
score of years, and had always proven @ 
faithful guardian of the interests of the 
saproperty. He seems to have been an old 
ante-bellum negro of honest but dogged 
character. He gained his point by kind- 
ness if he could; by force if he must. 
‘Perry Mell was the eye-witness to th@ 
killing who told about it before the jury. 
He said he was near the men when tha 
shooting occurred. Buckner and Alexander 
were neighbors but were not on good 
terms on account of*the trouble which 
finally led to the tragedy. 

Mell said that the ground which Alexane- 
der watched over was covered with a for- 
est, and was located near the thickly pop- 
ulated suburb of Pittsburg. The Piits- 
burgers were in the habits of stealthily 
slipping into the woods when old man 
Alexander was not around and remoying a 
quantity of wood. Alexander had found 
Buckner doing this several times and sOme 
hard words passed between them. 

When Alexander again caught Buckner 
cutting wood in the forest, night before 
last,, the slumbering bitterness between 
them manifested itself in deadly determina- 
tion. Buckner defied old man Alexander, 
and a quarrel was the quick result. Buck- 
ner threatened to kill Alexander, and tre 
old watchman started off to prevent a dif- 
ficulty. Buckner followed, raging with an- 
ger. Alexander finally turned and said in 
a calm determined tone of voice: ‘ 

“Buckner, if you come any further, 
kill you.’’ 

Buckner drew back his ax as if to throw 
ii and Alexander shot him. Buckner was 
removed to his house near by where he died 
in a few minutes. A big crowd gathered, 
and excitement was pretty high, but old 
Alexander remained quietly at his home 
until Officer Thompson arrived and arrested 
him.

NEW YORK, December 14.—Who are the 
large crop people? we say in reply to ‘‘Mr. 
Neili and his joint estimates.’”’ Who are 
they who say the crop is of moderaie 
sive? Our answer is according to our in- 
formation and that of, every other well 
pcsted firm or individual, the southern cot- 
ton grower and merchant almost without 
exception. We showed a few days agy 
that Mr. Neill started with an estimate of 
7,200,000 bales, but later corrected his esti- 
mate to 5,850,000, and the crop real- 
ized 6,700,000 bales. As late -as  De- 
cember 1b, 1874, Mr. Neill wrote to his broth- 
er at Liverpool, so we are informed, that 
the crop he thought was 4,650,000, but that 
his minimum estimate was 4,400,000). The 
crop realized 3,830,000. Two months earlier 
this year, in October last, Mr. Neill makes 
his estimate 7,700,000, and as 
krew no little about it in 

what reason is there to suppose 
that he knows more about it now 
with his records for the two years in 
question. Is it possible that he and his 
friends Knew more about what was tv 
come out of the ground ten and a half 
months before the end of the cotton year 
than the people who -have been 30 closely 
identified with it as the planters and mer- 
chants? It is not the first time that we 
have observed that making a crop out of 
one’s. head in a private office finds ro con- 
firmation in the'‘finel results, and that this 
year will prove no exception our advices 
strongly indicate. 

Mr. Ellison’s figures show that while 
the consumption of English spinners is 80,- 
000 bales weekly, that they only have 70,- 
000 bales stock or 10,000 less than one week's 
supply against 206,000 last year, but at this 
time last year owing to the operatives’ 
strike, they were taking 30,000 bales weekly 
less tha. their normal consumption, and in 
twenty weeks from November to April 
there was 600,000 bales lost in this way, 
therefore, while stocks on Decembei 1, 
4893, were 70,000 against 206,000 last year, 
they are now taking their normal consump- 
ticn of 80,000. Continental spinners are tak- 
ing 89,000 bales weekly, while their stocks 
are 219,000, or less than three weeks’ con- 
sumption, against stocks last year of 272,- 
000 on December ist. The large movement 
is confined in 2 great measure to big crop 
ideas, but we chink Europe is beginning to 
become skeptical on 7,750,000 estimates, as 
their spot business continues on a very 
liberal scale—20,000 yesterday and 14,000 to- 
day. Bradstreet has announced that their 
report will be issued on the 22d instant, 
and we must assume that as they get their 
information from the same character of 
people from whom every cotton merchant 
and broker in this city and New Orleans 
get their advices, that their estimate, if 
they make one, or whatever they may indi- 
cate by their report, will show a crop of 
small proportions. This feeling’ has sus- 
tained the market yesterday and today.

NEW YORK, December 14.—At the gpen- 
ing this morning Liverpool failed to re- 
spond to tne New York advance of yester- 
day, and the resuJt was a decline of about 
7 points at the commencement Of business 
here. in both markets, however, prices 
have improved during the day. Liverpool 
reported an advance of 2-tid by the closing 
and by 1 o’clock the New York market had 
recovered the entire decline and Was 2 oro 
points above yesterday's figures. Receipts 
are heavy, and the fact that the market has 
shown such strength in the face of a con- 
tinuance of the large movement would secm 
to indicate that cotton had at least reached 
the level-of its commercial value. At least 
this is the view which seems to be taken of 
it in Liverpool and many cables have today 
been received from there saying that the 
market is not likely to go much lower, even 
if receipts continue heavy. It,is evident 
that the bears in any further attempt to 
depress prices will have the buffer of a 
good trade demand to run against. Spot 
sales in Liverpool today were 12.000 bales, 
and after the close of business 2,0 bales 
more were sold, making the total day’s 
business 14,000 bales. Mr. Ellison’s circular 
issued today estimates spinners’ stocks on 
December Ist as follows: Great Britain, 
70,000, last year 206,000; the contarent, 219,- 
000, last year 272,000; total 280,000, last vear 
478,000; consumption, Great Britain, 88,000, 
last year 80,000; the continent, 89,000, last 
year 87,000. The great reduction in spinners’ 
stocks was rather a surprise to the trade in 
its extent and the market has been much 
strengthened by the above figures. New 
Orleans’ receipts today are estimated at. 
8,000. to 9,000 against 12,000 last weék, 9.000 
last year. During the afternoon the market 
evidenced considerable strength and March 
contracts by - o’clock had sdld as high as 
7.97. About half an hour before the close, 
however, realizing sales on the part of a 
prominent buyer of the last few days led 
to some decline and final prices were from 
2 to 3 points over last evening. The market 
has now advanced about 30 points from the 
lowest figures touched during the fecent de- 
cline, and some_ reaction is generally 
thought to be in order. It may: be that the 
expectation of this reaction is too general 
to admit of its realization.

Full Text of the Bill That Changes 
the System 
OF HANDLING THE SCHOOL MONEY 


And Which Provides for Quarterly 
Payment of Teachers. 


IT 18 A LONG STRIDE FORWARD 


Toward a Perfect System, and Will Doubt- 
less Provea Power for Good—Credit 
. tesWhom It Is Due. 


- 


“It may not be altogether perfect, but it 
is a long stride forward and is sure to re- 
sult in great benefit to the school sys- 
tem.’’ 

That was State School Commissioner 
Bradwell’s comment on .the school bill 
which the legislature made a law. 

“Yes,” continued Captain Bradwell, “it is 
not just as we had desired in one or two 
minor respects, but the main features are 
all there—the payment of the school fund 
into the state treasury to be disbursed un- 
der the discretion of the department of 
education; making fiscal and school yeafs 
coincident; and providing for quarterly pay- 
ment of teachers. Some changes may have 
to be made in the future, but the ground 
work is there and the passage of that bill 
means a great deal to the public schools of 
Georgia.,”’ 

Thg Constitution has received a number 
of inquiries about the status of school leg- 
islation and particularly about the possi- 
bilities of quarterly payment of teachers. 
This Fleming bill—fur the greater part of 
the credit for the bill belongs to the gen- 
tleman from Richmond—is the most im- 
portant feature of the legislature's work 
so far as the schools are concerned. This 
bill 4s the one that affects the teachers 
ind more directly than any other the 
schools. Another bill that will result in 
good te the system is that providing that 
members of county boards of education 
shall be paid for their services. 

The widespread interest in this matter 
warrants the publication of the 

Fleming Bill as Passed. 


It is as follows: 

An act to systematize the finances and in- 
crease the efticiency of the common schoois 
by providing for direct payments into the 
state treasury of all the moneys belonging 
to the common school fund, and the use of 
the same for common school purposes only; 
for quarterly apportionments and disburse- 
ments of the common school fund; for quar- 
terly payments to teachers; for making the 
school year co-incident with the lseal year, 
and for other purposes. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia, That, begin- 
ning with the taxes for the year 18394, all 
moreys belonging to the common school 
fund of the state, including poll tax ard 
specific taxes, shall be paid direct into the 
State treasury, in like manner as other state 
taxes are paid, and said common school 
fund shall be used for none other than com- 
mon school purposes as provided by law; 

rovided, however, that when the poll tax 

rom any county is received into tine treasu- 
ry said poll tax shali be placed on the books 
of the treasurer to the credit of the county 
from which it comes, and shall form a part 
of the apportioned fund belonging /xclu- 
sively to that county in accordance with the 
general plan hereinafter set out. 

Sec. 2. Be it likewise enacted, That on 
the sist day of March, the 20th day of June, 
the 30th day of September, and the Sist dey 
of December, in each vear, or as soon there- 
after as practicable the treasurer of the 
state shall place to the credit of each coun- 
ty in the state on his books, its —. ...

MAYOR LAWUS TALES. 

The Mayor of Brunswick in Atlanta 
on His Return trom Washington. 
Hon. Thomas W. Lamb, the mayor of 
Brunswick. spent yesterday in Atlanta on 
his return from Washington, where he 
went after his long siege with the yellow 
fever epidemic in Brunswick. Mr. Lamb 
is being pressed for the position of collector 
of the port at Brunswick, and it is gaid 
that his appointment is assured, as or 
Senators and the entire Georgia delegation 
are supporting him. Indeed, the opposition 
candidate has Withdrawn, and it looks now 

as if Mayor Lamb will have a waik-over. 

Concerning the recent Brunswick meeting 
and the statements made thereat, attack- 
ing the management of the Brunswick re- 
lief committee, of which M: yor Lamb was 
the head, charging misappropriation of the 
funds, etc., Mayor Lamb said: 

“The tirst { knew of this matter was 
when I picked up The Constitution yester- 
day on the train on my wav back from 
Washington. I saw the full account of the 
meeting, the attack of my political ene- 
mies, and the announcement that a commit- 
tee had been appointed to investigate. In 
the first place it must be understood that 
those who are most vicorous in attacking 
the men, who stood to their posts day after 
day in the face of death, are those who 
were safely away from Brunswick when 
we were in the throes of the epidemic. It 
must be understood that personal and po- 
litical motives enter somewhat into the 
matter, and the relief committee wants it 
distinctly understood that it is not only will- 
ing for a full and fair investigation, but 
that it proposes to make a statement which 
will explain its entire management of the 
trusts committed to its care. The relief 
committee was composed of some of the 
most prominent men in Brunswick—busi- 
ness men, professional men, and ministers. 
The committee did what it believed to be 
its honest duty. It worked day and night 
against odds of which God only knows. 
That committee stood face to face with 
death during the entire time of the epl- 
demic. It never flickered in its determina- 
tion to remain steadfast to its duty, and 
there was not a man on it who would not 
have given his life in the work, if it had 
become necessary. 

‘Let me say in this connection,” contin- 
ued Mayor Lamb, ‘“‘that some of the most 
serious criticisms the committee receives 
were from those who, having left the town 
early in its trouble, contented themselves 
with criticizing the management of those 
who stayed there..I have not a word to 
say about those who left Brunswick. In- 
deed, as mayor of the town, I issued a 
proclamation, stating that the people ought 
to leave. I probably would have left my- 
se)., had it not been that, as mayor of the 
town, I thought it my duty to remain, 
whatever the consequences might be. 
Those who wished to go had a perfect right 
to go, for it would have been absurd and 
unnecessary for them to have stayed there 
when no good could be done by it. How- 
ever, it was necessary for some of us to 
stay. The relief committee, which remain- 
ed at its post, undertook the important 
and responsible work of caring for the 
sick, providing for the needy and taking 
“are of the interests of those who were 
not in the city. It is this committee which 
is now savagely attacked by those who 
were not there, and it does seem to me, 
however it seems to the public, that it 
comes with mighty bad grace. 

‘Further than this I have not a word 
to say,’’ continued Mayor Lamb. “As to 
the details of the charges that have been 
made, and as to the refuting of them, this 
is neither the time nor place to give it 
attention. I am now on my way to Bruns- 
wick, and I will give my attention at once 
to this remarkable development which has 
arisen since my departure, and the attacks 
which have been made on my business. 
In the meantime all that I ask is that the 
public suspend jindgement in the matter un- 
til it has been definitely disposed of."’

NO TROUBLE FEARED AT THIS END 


The Florida Central and Peninsularto Be 
Opened on the 24tn Instant-—Othber 
Gossip Among Kailroad Folks. 


_—_— ------— 


Icvery indication points to a speedy ad- 
justment of the disturbances among the em- 
ployes of the Louisville and Nashville, and 
the promise is freely given that hurmony 
will be restored within the next few days. 

The strike is called an authorized strike, 
and the head Officers of the Order of Conduc- 
tors and the trainmen have gone to the 
scene of the commotion and are at WOrk 
endeavoring to get the strikers to return 
to their work. 

It is understood that the railroad authori- 
ties will certainly restore the former sala- 
ries of the men the first day of February. 
This was the time set forth in the circular 
letter sent by President Thomas, of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, as 
published in the railroad columns of The 
Constitution the other d#y when the rumors 
of a strike on this end of the line were 
rife. ‘ 

It is equally certain that there is not the 
slightest disposition on the part of the 
authorities to restore the former s8laries of 
the emploves of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville syStem before the Ist of February. 

The agreement last summer with the 
trainmen ‘and others was that the wages 
were to be restored the Ist of December 
but when the lst of December was at hand 
it was found that the earnings of the roads, 
while a little better than formerly, were 
not sufticient to warrant the raise in sala- 
ries and wages. 

Then came the circular letters from the 
offices of the authorities of the various 
lines composing the system, asking the 
men to work on with the 10 per cent reduc- 
tion in salaries until the lst of February, 
when the company would restore the for- 
mer salaries paid before the 10 per cent cut 
was inaugurated. 

The rumors that there would be a strike 
on the Western and Atlantic in consequence 
of. the failure to meet the promise to re- 
store the wages of the men the Ist of De- 
cember proved groundless. 

There has been no strike and there will 
be none. 

The officers of the Western and Atlantic 
at this end of the line declare that their 
men were willing to accept the continuation 
of the 19 per. cent cut on wages until Feb- 
ruary, since it is so clear to them that the 
railroads composing the system have not 
experienced a sufficient increase in earn- 
ings to warrant the restoration of the sala- 
ries heretofore paid. The men at work 
on the Western and Atlantic are all con- 
servative men. They are quiet, hardwork- 
ing, industrious people and they never go 
rashly into these strikes that are stirred up 
in other regions of the country. 

The published tables of earnings tor the 
Icuisville and Nashville railroad system 
for the past two .weeks is interesting In 
connection with the accounts of the strike 
and the prospects of an early adjustment 
and settlement. The authorities of the 
system and of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis all say that whenever the 
earnings ofethe roads will reach the point 
of last vear’s earnings the restoration of 
former wages will be granted. Irom the 
following table it is seen that the earn- 
ings for the Louisville and Nashville are 
Se RST WEEK OF DECEMBER.

“I find,’ he continued, ‘‘that $954,199.08 has 
been paid out for county schools. Nearly 
one-third of the amount paid into the state 
treasury has gone for this laudable purpose; 
and no one can object to this appropriation, 
and we have now demonstrated that the 
teachers can be paid quarterly, and hereaf- 
ter they will receive their pay quarterly, as 
provided by this general assembly. I also 
find that during this same year $243,600 
wus paid to widows of confederate soldiers. 
And that $185,000 was paid to maimed con- 
federate soldiers, and who will criticise 
these appropriations?

“It vou remember, the constitutional con- 
vention of 1877 provided that not only the 
interest should be paid on the public debt 
of the state, but there should be a tax 
levied and collected of $100,000 each year 
as a sinking fund, to be applied to the 
principal of the public debt, and that it 
should not be used for any other purpose. 
We commenced to collect this tax in 15877. 
T hive heard some say that this sinking 
fund had been allowed to accumulate in 
the state treasury, awaiting for the matu,y 
rity of our bonds. I am glad to say that 
1 tind that the sinking funds collected in 
TSS7, “SS, "S89, "90 and ’91 has been paid on the 
bonded indebtedness of the state, and now 
$100,000 of the sinking fund now remains 
in the hands of the treasurer, collected for 
the vear 1892, and another $100,009 will soon 
be in the treasury collected for the vear 
1893. This money cannot be paid out until 
our bonds mature, but the constitution pro- 
vides that it can be loaned out as it ac- 
cumulates to await the maturity of the 
bonds. I] am glad to say that on July 1, 
1896, these bonds will mature, and all of 
the sinking funds that has accumulated up 
to that date will be applied to our bonded 
indebtedness, maturing at that time. After 
1897, $100,000 of the bonded indebtedness of 
the state will mature each year, and thus 
the sinking funds, as it {s collected an- 
nually will be promptly paid on the Hhnded 
indebtedness of the state, and thus not be 
allowed to accumulate in the treasury. 

“TI remember, a few years ago while a 
member of the finance committee in the 
house, under the recommendation of the 
State treasurer, which was adopted, we 
especially provided for $100,000 of bonds to 


mature each year, it being our special ob- 


ject to have the money paid out of the 
sinking funds as regularly as collected. 
T should view this, in my judgment, is 
as it should be. I should have stated, be- 
fore making the statement in regard to the 
sinking fund and leaving the subject on the 
amount of money collected from taxes for 
the fiscal year, 1893, and the expenditures 
made for the same period from the. treis, 
urer’s report to be more than $300,000 col- 
lected than was paid out. But I find on 
examination that there are warrants for 
undrawn balance to cover this sum. 

“In my judgment,” continued Mr. Clay, 
‘it should be the policy of the state to 
collect from the people only the amount 
necessary to run the state government.

“Georgia has as good credit as any 
in the south. 

“The entire banded indebtedness of 
State aragunts to a little more than 8, 
w0. And the state owns one piece of prop- 
erty that would no doubt sell for erough 
to pay this debt. A large amount of our 
bonds are now drawing only 312 per cent ox 
interest. This also should be gratifying to 
our people.

Broyles Yesterday Morning. 


JOHN STARK TRIED BEFORE THE JURY 


On the Charze of Stealing Newspapers 
irom the Mails—Dr. Fox Grows Ten- 
. der in Speaking of Atianta’s Poor. 


With a radiant smile on his face the ele- 
vator man at the custom house was at Ris 
usual place yesterday morning. 

His darrest by the police officer last 
Wednesday morning, though not exactly a 
case of mistaken identity, was one in which 
ho testimony could be found, implicating 
him in the crime alleged to have been com- 
mitted. 

“Well, boss, here I is,’’ observed the ne- 
* gro, as a smile of complacency began to cir- 
culate around his face, and seemed to lift 
his hat above his forehead. ‘‘They had the 
wrong man,” said he, with a grin, “but I’se 
Satisfied. I guess de Lord wuz tryin’ my 
pashuns like he did Job’s. He knows what's 
best, He knows what's best.”’ 

After this pious repetition, he gave the 
rope a pull and up went tne elevatoy to 
the top of the building. 


Martin Released. 


E. M. Martin, the colored mail carrier 
Who was arrested at the same time, and 
who was charged with embezzlement, was 
given a preliminary hearing before Com- 
missioner Broyles yesterday morning and 
discharged. 

It was shown in the testimony that only 
two letters were found on his person. These 
were addressed to colored persons fn the 
city whose address was not to be found in 
the directory. 

Martin stated that he knew both of the 
parties ang was simply carrying the letters 
in his pocket until he should see them. Ev- 
idence as to the character of the prisoner 
Was introduced, all of which was favorable 
to his release from custody. Superinten- 
dent Blodgett, of the general delivery, tes- 
tined that he had always found Martin 
trustworthy and knew nothing to his dis- 
credit. 

Commissioner Broyles, after hearing all 
the evidence in the case, decided that Mar- 
tin. was not guilty of the charge, and he was 
accordingly released. 

It was thought that Martin’s trial yester- 
day before the commissioner would bring to 
light a number of disclosures in which the 
postoffice inspectors are interested. In this 
opinion, however, those who witnessed the 
‘proceedings were disappointed. No light 
upon the robbery of the mails was shown in 
the evidence, and the inspectors, if they 
have a clue, are keeping it mum. 

Inspector Whitesides, of Chattanooga, 
Tenn., is in ¢.arge of the investigation, and 
he will not let the matter rest until he has 
brought it to a successful consummation. 

He Explains in a Card. 

Martin, whose trial before the commis- 
sioner yesterday morning, resulte@ in the 
establishment of his innocence, wiites the 
following card to The Constitution: 

‘Atlanta, Ga., December 14.—Editor Con- 
stitution: In the issue of your paper this 
morning under the head of ‘‘Martin Arrest- 
ed,"’ I was severely arraigned with the 
charge of embezzlement of letters from the 
postoffice. This morning I was given a pre- 
liminary trial before Judge Broyles, United 
States commissioner, and the charges 
against me were fully aired.. At the hearing 
Il was represented by M. Foote, Jr., of the 
Atlanta bar, and the trial resulted in my 
discharge and full exonoration. 

‘In your article you state that letters were 
found on my person... It was true that the 
officer who arrested me did find two letters 
in my pockets addressed to parties here in 
the city. Under the explanation offered to 
the court as to how these letters came to 
be in my possession, his honer, Judge 
Broyles, did not hesitate to discharge me. 
It was not only my explanation as to how I 
came by them, but likewise the statements 
of certain officials of the postoffice here who 
confirmed me in all that I stated. The 
truth of it being that the parties to whom 
these letters were addressed, although they 
dia not reside in my route, they were 
friends of mine, and I hoped to get the let- 
ters to them without having same advertis- 
ed, it-being the desire of our department 
to deliver all letters without the medium of 
advertising. 

“There were also found in my possession 
other papers as mentioned in your article. 

“True, I did have those papers, but Mr. 
Whitesides, the United States inspector, u*- 
der whose advice I was arrested, stated  n 
my behalf that he could in no wise connect 
me @oriminally with the loss of 
such papers. The truth of those 
papers being in my possession is 
accounted for es follows: Jones, the eie- 
vator man, who was arrested at the sam- 
time. saw me passing on the streets, and 
asked me to come in and look at them. 
Relieving that it was in the line of my 
duty to protect all m: itte rs passing through 
the postoffice departinent, 1 did as i 
requested, and on looking into the 
told the parties that I would take 
over to the postoffice and lexve them with 
the proper officials. The papers were en- 
trusted to me anda I started out, when | was 
met at the door by Detective Bedford and 
others, placed under arrest and marched 
off to police headquarters. I was cailea 
into a barroom on Marietta street, just 
near the opera house, where the papers in 
question were handed me. But at my pre- 
liminary hearing this feature was not press- 
ed at all, Mr. Whitesides having made the 
statement as already mentioned. 

“Now, I beg that you give this article a 
lace in your paper. Great injustice hav- 
ng been done me, [ wish, at least, my 
friends should now know that [ have been 
fully vindicated. Yours respectfully,

Dr. Fox was looking out of the window 
when The Constitution's representative 
called to see him yesterday afternoon. 

) In response to a question as to whether 

or not he had any news for the public, his 
reply was in the negative. His thoughts, 
however, were not in the room, nor at that 
time in the building. 

“This weather,’ said he, scanning the 
clouds through the open window, ‘“‘makes 
me think of the poor. In my opinion this 
is the hardest year we have ever had. The 
suffering among the poor people this year 
is going to be severe and all that can be 
raised in the way of comfort. or money 
should not be stinted. A great many have 
been thrown out of work and this fact is 
one that weighs heavily in the estimate 
of suffering that Atlanta will ex pe- 
rience this year. I was appointed a short 
while ago to serve on a committee for rais- 
ing funds for Atlanta’s semi-centennial. 
In view of the hard times, and the winter 
which was rapidly approaching, I could 
not, with a clear conscience, accept the 
responsibility. I am proud of Atlanta’s 
growth and I am always ready to do any- 
thing in my power to promote her welfare, 
but I cannot afford to burn powder and 
shoot skyrockets when the poor of the 
city are freezing to death. It seems too 
much as if it was taking money that ought 
to go to the purchase of comforts for those 
who need it, aiid who would derive more 
from the charity than At'anta would from 
the celebration.’’ 

The postmaster spoke with an earnestness 
which seemed to express even more than 
his words conveyed. In all cases of need 
he has ever been among the foremost to 
interest themselves in behalf of the poor of 
the city. 


Deputy MecClain’s First Work. 


The newly-appointed deputy collector, W. 
C. McClain, of Jasper, made his first raid 
night before last in Polk county, about 
eight miles from Rockmart. He and Depu- 
ty Marshal Mark Scott destroyed a fifty- 
gallon still, about two thousand gallons of 
beer, etc. They arrested two men at work 
in the distillery. Commissioner Collins 
committed them to the Fulton county jail. 
Mr. McClain will make an excellent officer 
and his appointment will give perfect satis- 
faction. 


POLICE FOR WEST END. 


The Police Board Will Meet Next Week 
to Arrange for the New Ward. 


There will be an important meeting of 
the board of police commissioners next 
week to arrange for the police regulation 
of the recently annexed territory of West 
End. 

Chief Connolly assumes control of this 
new ward on the first of the year, and the 
meeting of the board has been set far 
enough in advance to have everything 
ready for the beginning. An addition of 
about ten men to the present force will be 
necessary to properly patrol West End, 
and at least that number of men will be 
elected to places on the force at the com- 
ing meeting. 

But the_most important improvement in- 
cident to taking charge of this new ter- 
ritory is a new sub police station, which 
will be an imperative necessity. The mem- 
bers of the board are about agreed as to 
the need of this adjunct to the department, 
and the main question will be as to the 
location of it. 

Even before the new ward was annexed 
Chief Connolly and several members of the 
board favored two branch stations for the 
city. At the first of the present year it 
was Chief Connolly’s plan to add two sta- 
tions, one on Peters street, the other on 
Marietta street, before the coming Christ- 
mas. But the shortness of the appropria- 
tion, as is generally known, prevented thése 
improvements, but_the chief will urge them 
with greater force than ever at the first 
meeting of the council next year. 

It has been suggested that the new sta- 
tion be located on the vacant lot in the rear 
of No. 5 engine house, corner Garnett and 
Madison streets. This lot is convenient to 
West End, and adjacent to considerable 
territory which could be looked after with 
much better facility if a station were loca- 
ted there. It is not the purpose of the 
chief to ask for a very expensive building. 
What is wanted is a substantial, safe 
structure for the temporary incarceration 
of prisoners. 

The opinion of the depargment is that it 
would be too far out‘to locate a station in 
West End, and that the size of the new 
ward is not yet large enough to warrant 
it. The idea of the department is to put 
the station on middle ground, so ag to 
serve both old and new territory. 

Already quite ad number of applicants for 
positions on the force have been filed with 
Chief Connolly. ‘These will all go before 
the board at the coming meeting. 

Chief Connolly hopes to make many im- 
provements in the department during the 
coming year. He says at least two hundred 
patrolmen will be needed on the streets, 
and’ it is his intention to ask the council 
for an appropriatoin sufficient to increase 
the force to that extent. It is a known 
fact that considerable territory has beer 
neglected by the police during the present 
year for the lack of enough men to cover 
the city, and Chief Connolly hopes to rem- 
edy this next year.

STRANDED IN SAVANNAH. 


Gaston's Thirty Emigrants Stop in 
the Forest City. 

Benjamin Gaston says he is ready, wait- 
ing and anxious for a preliminary hearing, 
or nineteen of them, if that many hearings 
will be necessary to satisfy as many war- 
rants. He says jail life is not very pleas- 
ant and he wants to get out as soon as it 
can be arranged for him to do So. 

Gaston has employed counsel and pre- 
pared to fight the case. He has secured M: 
J. T. Glenn and Mr. Jack Slaton to defend 
him, and these attorneys are preparing the 
defense. Gaston says he has piaced him- 
self in his attorneys’ hands and will wait 
for whatever steps they may deem it besi 
to take. 

Gaston says his only worry is the disap- 
pointment of the thirty African bound 
tourists who left Atlanta under his instruc 
tions a week ago- Before his arrest he 
bought transportation for thirty emigrants 
and had about finished arrangements for 
their departure. The emigrants were to go 
from Atlanta to Savannah by rail, from Sa- 
Vannah to New York by water and from 
New York to Liverpool via the City of 
Paris, on which passage had been engaged 
for them. The City of Paris sailed two or 
three days ago, however, ahd the thirty 
Atlanta negroes had not arrived. 

The emigrants got no further away than 
Savannah, where they received informa- 
tion from Gaston’s agent of the’ arrest of 
the leader. They halted in fright and re- 
fused to go on. They are now in Savannah 
awaiting the turn of affairs. 

Gaston says he is anxious to get out so he 
can send these waiting emigrants ahead. 
He spoke as if he pronosed going to Africa 
with them. This was his original intention. 


A Suit for Damages. 

Suit for damages for false imprisonment 
in favor of Cornelius Hutchison against 
G. S. Brewster and J. T. Moody, composing 
the firm of Moody & Brewster, and J. L. 
Wooten and J. M. Seale for $65,000 was 
filed in the® city court yesterday. 
At the same time another for 
the same amount and agcutust the same de- 
fendants was brought by Asa Hutchison, 
by next friend. 

Cornelius and Asa Hutchison were arrest- 
ed on November 4th by Wooten and Seale 
at the request and direction of Moody & 
Brewster. Complaint was filed axe'r.st 
them for larceny. They were confined in 
the calaboose all day of November 4th, and 
they then regained their liberty by giving 
bond and the case of larceny was stfll 
pending against them until November 15th, 
when it was dismissed by order of Mr.

THE GOVERNOR EXTENDS CLEMENCY 


In Several] Important Cas*s—Jos Herrick, 
of Rome, Gets His Freedom—Others 
Who Draw Priz3s. 


The governor has pardoned Joe Herrick. 

Herrick.is a Rome boy, who was cgn- 
victed, in 1831, of manslaughter. He and 
several other boys had gone swimming, 4 
quarrel arose and Herrick struek a boy 
named Frank Dempsey with a small knife. 
He claimed he had no intention of killing the 
boy or of injuring him. They were friends. 
Herrick was naked sitting on a log whit- 
tling when Dempsey attempted to strike 
him. Herrick struck at Dempsey with the 
knife he had in. his hands and inflicted the 
wound that resulted in his death. 

As soon as he saw Dempsey was hurt, 
Herrick hurried to his assistance and did 
everything in his power to alleviate the 
suffering of the boy. The wound proved 
fatal, however. Then Herrick walked three 
miles to Rome, went to the authorities and 
gave himself up. é 

The jury, on the trial, returned a verdict 
of guilty of manslaughter, making a recom- 
mendation of mercy. Judge Maddox sen- 
tenced him to five years in the penitentiary 
and told him if he behaved himself in the 
penitentiary he (the judge) would ask the 
governor to grant @ pardon. 

Not only the judge, but Solicitor General 
Nynnally and al! the members of the jury 
ined in the petition. 

May Have Been a Lesser Crime. 

James Meek, Jr., was sentenced to six 
years in the penitentiary in Paulding su- 
perior court, the charge against him being 
assault with intent to rape. He has served 
two years and many petitions for his re- 
lease were sent to the governor. 

The statements in the pardon order show 
that he assaulted a little girl, but used nu 
force, and the facts do not show he ac- 
tually attempted to rape the child. 

The governor states that several affidavits 
have been presented to him showing that 
the prosecution was to a great extent mali- 
cious‘ and the prosecutor failing to answer 
the charge after notice, the presumption 
is that the charge is true. The facts show 
that Meeks may be innocent of the crime 
for which he is undergoing punishment, 
though guilty of a lesser crime, for which 
he has been sufficiently punishe 

Has Served Fifteen Years. 

In 1878 Marshal Cochran was convicted of 
voluntary manslaughter in Jasper county. 
For more than fifteen years he has served 
faithfully as a convict, his record, so the 
authorities state, being remarkably good. 

The killing for which he has. suffered 
punishment was not premeditated, but was 
the result. of a ‘“‘mutual (fight’’—as the 
governor puts it—in which stones and sticks 
were used. 

Strong petitions from good citizens were 
sent the governor urging that Cochran be 
pardoned, as he has suffered sufficiently, 
and the governor endorsed that view of the 
case by granting a pardon. 

Three Others Pardoned. 

John Wright, sent up from Washington 
county under a seven years’ sentence, 1s 
pardoned after serving two years. The 
amount involved was very small and the 
citizens of Johnson and Washington coun-

W. M. A. Savington was convicted of lar- 
ceny, after tridst in Greene superior court in 
February, 1892, and sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary for three years. The amount in- 
volved was small. Savington has served 
nearly two years and-is, according to the 
statements of the principal physician, a 
great suiferer physically. He is only able 
to walk about the yard and buildimgs and 
can only perform very light work. Judge 
Jenkins is among those who recommend 
the pardon which the governor grants. 

W. L. Caldwell is another of the prize 
winners. He was sent up from Chatham 
superior court for larceny from the house 
in January last, for one year. The pardon 
order recites that he committed the act 
for which he was convicted while under the 
influence ol morphine, and in the opinion 
of those who knew him, he was hardly re- 
sponsible for tne act. The judge and solici- 
tor general say the ends of justice would 
be subserved by granting a pardon. 

This One Was Hefused. 

John Moore, an Atlanta convict, was re- 
fused the pardon he desired. In 1892 he was 
sent up under a seven years’ sentence for 
burglhiury. After being in the penitentiary 
a few months Moore made his escape, but 
Was recaptured. The governor writes: 
“The earnest appeal in his behalf fails to 
furnish any Suliicient reason for the inter- 
ference of the sentence of: the court in his 
case, and |] ain? unwilling to disturb the 
judgment of the jury and the court.” 

Atlanta Detectives Get Xmas Money. 

The circumsiances of the murder of A. C. 
Sloan, Of DeKalb county, and the con- 
viction of Ben Bivins and Jim Shafer 
for the crime are familiar to The Consti- 
tution readers. 

The case was gone over by Governor 
Northen yesterday on an application for 
the payment of the rewaru of $250 ofiered 
for the arrest and conviction of the mur-
